Every year farmers have trouble 


putting up their hay in good condi-, 


tion because of rain. More can be 
saved by making ensilages and the 
following article gives some valu- 
able information: 

Pure stands of such legumes as 
alfalfa or red clover are more diffi- 
cult to ensile suclessfully than 
mixed legumes.and grasses. This is 
because legumes are high in protein 
and iow in carbohydrates and the 
latter are required in the silage 
process 

Experts at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm make the following 
suggestions. The maturity of the 
crop is important and forage should 


be cut from early bloom to full) 


bloom. The moisture content 
is also important and the crop 
should contain 65 per cent to 75 per 
cent moisture at time of ensiling. 


To judge this a sample of chopped) 


forage should be squeezed in the 
hand. If the material oozes mois- 
ture the moisture content is great- 
er than 75 per cent and is too wet. 
I: the material will not form a ball 
in the hand and falls apart it is too 
dry. If the material forms a ball 
in the hand, slowly springs apart 
and does not ooze moisture the 
moisture content is between 65 and 
75 per cent and the crop is in ex- 
cellent condition for immediate 
ensiling. 

The forage should be well spread 
and packed in the silo. Horizontal 
or trench silos especially should be 
well compacted by means of a 
truck or tractor during filling op- 


erations and for a period of four 


to seven days later.
